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DETAILED ACTION 

Objection 

Abstract 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should be in narrative 
form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 
50 to 150 words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Specification 

2. The Fig. 6 of the drawings is not descriptive. Correction is required. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: 

Regarding claim 7, in line 2, the language, "keep-units", is not found in the 
specification. 

Regarding claim 9, in line 2, the language, "skip-units", is not found in the 
specification. 

Regarding claim 14, the languages, "node-specific", in lines 2 and 9, and, 
"decapsulating", in line 1 1 are not found in the specification. 

Regarding claim 24, the languages, "node-specific", in lines 3, 5, 7, 15, and 17, 
"decapsulating", in line 7, "priority", in line 15, and, "highest priority", in line 16 are not 
found in the specification. Additionally, the limitation from lines 15 to 16 is not defined in 
the specification. 
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The Examiner notes that the difference (hyphenated and non-hyphenated) needs 
to be resolved to use consistent terms between the specification and the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 23, the limitation, "nodes", in line 2 and 8, it is unclear whether 
this is intended to be the same as or different from the output nodes. Additionally, the 
limitation of the claim is insufficient antecedent basis. It is believed claim 23 was 
intended to depend on claim 1; however, appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7, 9, 14, and 24-26 would be allowable pending the correction of the 
objections stated above. 

Claim 23 would be allowable pending the correction of the rejection stated above. 
Claims 1-3, 5, 11 and 15-22 are allowed.
